(2) The Commission will be responsible for the collection of opera- 
tdonal funds, student tuitions, fees and charges of all kinds, private 
contributions, USOM contributions and contributions of SAG, It may hold 
real and physical property in the nane of the Hinietry, contract for ser- 
vices, the use or construction of buildings, purchase material, supplies 
and equipment for the purpose of ace the purposes of this pro- 
ject agreement and perform such other functions as may be considered 
expedient for the proper operation of this training progran, 


(3) The Commission will prepare annual and quarterly budgets for 
the ation of the training program and will keep accurate records of 
all al and official transactions. Among other things, these te

(10) USOM shall, to the extent provided for in Article IV of this 
Project Agreement, contribute funds to pay, or supplement the payment of, 
salaries in accordance with a mtually agreed upon salary schedule for the 
employment of properly qualified technical, instructional and administra- 
tive personnel to conduct the training program throughout the term of this 
Project « USOM shall also provide equipment, furniture and such 
teaching aids as shall be mutually agreed to, 


(2) After the entry into force of this Agreement, the Ministry will 
grant to the Commission appropriate land suitable for the construction of 
buildings and plants to accommodate the training Upon the comple- 
tion of the plans, the Ministry or the Commission by contract or other 
customarily accepted meang construct the buildings and plants upon these 
lands, Furthermore, the Ministry or Commission will provide all utilities 
necessary for the proper operation of the training progran and such funds 
as are necessary for its suscessful operation.

ARTICLE V » PROJECT OPERATIONS 


The contributions of the Government of the United States of America 
dom of Saudi Arabia described in paragraphs 
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2, The books and records of the Commission relating to this coopera- 
tive project shall be open at all times for exauination by authorised rep- 
resentatives of the two Governments, Either party will have the right to 
conduct an independent audit of the accounts, Copies of such audits will 
be submitted to both parties, 


3. The provisions of this Agreement shall be » from the 
date of its entry into force, to the work of any or specialist 
heretofore made available to the the Governnant ty the Goverment of the Thited 
States for the establishment and conduct of this training progran. 


ARTICLE VI + ADDITIONAL FISCAL PROVISIONS 


1, All materials, equipment and supplies acquired for this cooperative 
project after the signing of this Agreement shall become the property of the 
Comission and shall be used only in the furtherance of this Agreement, 


2. Interest received on funds of the Commission for purposes of the 
training program and any other increment of assets of the project, of 
whatever nature or source, shall be devoted to the carrying out of the 
cooperative project and shall not be credited against any contribution due 
from either Government. 


3. Any funds of the Commission which remain unexpended and unobligated 
on the termination of the cooperative project shall, wiless otherwise agreed 
upon in writing by the parties hereto at that time, be returned to the 
parties hereto in the proportion of the respective contributions made by 
the Government of the United States of America and the Government of the 
Kingdom af Saudi Arabia under this Agreement, as it may be from time to time 
amended and extended.

5. No disbursements shall be made to the Commission until after the

Any power conferred by this Agreement upon the Co-Directors may be 
delegated by either of them to any of his assistance, provided each such 
delegation is satisfactory to the other. Such delegation shall not limit 
the right of dther of the Co-Directors to refer any matter directly to one 
another for discussion and decision,

Upon the execution of this agreement, the Co-Directors shall establish 
policies, rules aid regulations by which the conditions of this agreement 
will be followed to the accomplishment of the cooperative objective herein 
defined.

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2, Title to all materials, equipment and supplies acquired for the Servee 
with funds contributed to the Service shall, unless othervise agreed by the Co- 
Directors, pass to the Service at the time such title is relinquished by the 
Seller, Property acquired by the Service shall be used only in the furtherance

6, M personnel of the Government of the United States of Anerica, whether 
employed directly by it or under contract with a public or private organisation, 
who may be in Saudi Arabia to perform work for this cooperative project and whose 
entrance into the country has been approved by the Government of Saudi Arabia, 
shall be exempt from incom and social security taxes levied under the laws of 
Saudi Arable with respect to income upon which they are obligated to pay income 
or social security taxes to the Government of the United States of Anerica, from 
property taxes on personal property intended for their own use, and from the

payment of any tariff or duty upon personal or household goods brought into 
the country for the personal use of thenselves and members of their families,

Arabia is advised by the Government of the United States of Anorica that such 
legal process wuld interfere with the atteimont of the objectives of the
